WILLIAM McSHOVRY. 


William McSherry was born July 


I5th, 1855. His people have been resi- 
dents of York, now Adams county, 
since 1732.

promptness which have always guid- 
ed him in his successful life. In 1877 
he graduated from college with high 
honors and has since received the 
degree of Doctor of Laws. He then 
began the study of law with his 
father and Edward S. Reily, Esq., 
District Attorney of Adams county, 
and on motion of Hon. William A.' 
Duncan was admitted to practice as 
a member of the Adams County Bar 
August I7th, 1878. 


He at once met with unqualified 


success in his profession, and has al- 
ways held an honorable position at 
the Bar. His legal attainments and 
his fidelity to every trust have won 
for him the implicit confidence of all 
with whom his large practice ha^ 
brought him"in contact. "He has for 
a long time been a member of the 
Supreme and Superior 
Courts of 


Pennsylvania. He has also been ad- 
mitted to the Courts 
of Carroll 


County, 
Maryland, 
of 
Jefferson 


^County, W. Va. and of several coun- 
ties in Pennsylvania where his ex- 
tensive practice has taken him. He 
is a member of the State Bar Asso- 
ciation of Pennsylvania and repre- 
sents Adams and Fulton ^counties on 
the Biographical Committee. Since 


,.' 1005 he has been President of the 


Gettysburg National Bank and was 


p, for many years its counsel. He rep- 


resents many large estates and many 
individuals who are prominent in 
business circles, and has frequently 
settled many large estates as execu- 
tor and trustee. 


In 1904, Mr. McSherry was a can- 


didate for judge under the old dele- 
gate system and was second highest 
for the nomination, being only six 
votes less on the first ballot than the 
successful nominee. 
An editor of 


one of the county papers under his 
own signature, said of him editori- 
allv: 


"That' Mr. McSherry's candidacy 


adds doubt to the situation is cer- 
tain.

THE IVAR 


TUESDAY, 


German forces in north Poland have 


taken several positions In the out- 
skirts of Grodno, according to Ber- 
lin, and the torts defending that place 
are being shelled by the German ar- 
tillery. In south Poland the kaiser's 
forces are reported to be driving the 
Russians i*to the Pripet marshes. The 
Austrian advance In Bast Galicia con- 
tinues and General von Hialenburg 
is reported to have sent reinforce- 
ments to Courland, where a new east- 
ern drive has been begun. 


Italian advices say the Austrian 


forces have retreated in the Val Su- 
gana, east of Trent, on the upper 
Isonzo. 


Dispatches from Paris say that the 


French have begun a series of attacks 
on the Craonne plateau to prevent the 
Germans concentrating troops for of- 
fensive movements in the Argonne re- 
gion. 


WEDNESDAY. 


Ambassador von Bfrnstorff gave to 


Secretary of State Lansing a written 
statement that the German govern- 
ment has accepted in principle the 
position of the United States that ves- 
sels 
carrying 
passengers must be 


warned before attack by submarines. 


Furious Austro-Gennan attacks in 


east Galicia have been repulsed, Pe- 
trograd 
reports, 
and the invading 


movement in that field checked. It is 
also reported that the Teuton advance 
in Ccurland has been brought to a 
standstill. An unofficial announcement 
from Berlin says that the Russians 
have lost 300,000 men in killed and 
wounded since May 22 and 1,100,000 
prisoners. 


Artillery duels have been in pro- 


gress on the French battlefront -with- 
out interruption for five days. London 
believes these activities are accom- 
panied by an allied offensive move 
ment. Paris reports that German at- 
tacks in the Vosges hare been re 
pulsed. 


THURSDAY. 


German forces advancing In north 


Poland have reached the outer de- 
fences of Grodno, according to an of- 
ficial statement issued in Berlin. An 
unofficial German dispatch says the 
army of Field Marshal von Mackea- 
sen, in south Poland, has joined the 
Austrian forces which hare just taken 
the fortress of Lutsk, in preparation 
for a winter campaign In southern 
Russia. 


Petrograd admits that the German 


offensive in north Poland has reached 


,^-uny, torty-nve miles soutnwesc ot 
Vilna, on the Petrograd-Warsaw rail- 
way. The Teuton drive in east Galicia, 
It is said, has been checked, while 
von Hindenberg's forces in Courland 
have been held up at Friedrichstadt.. 
In the Dvina region, it is announced, 
the Russians have taken the offensive 
at some points. 


German reports announce the r» 


covery of trenches in the Vosges re- 
gion recently caotured by the French. 


FRIDAY. 


The capture of the Russian fortress 


of Grodno, together with 3000 prison- 
ers, is reported by Berlin. Petrograd 
says the Russians have evacuated the 
Grodno forts, and admits that Austro 
German forces in southern Russia are 
advancing eastward. 


A dispatch to Berlin says a British 


transport was sunk by a mine at the 
entrance to the Dardanelles, with 1770 
men on board, and that 600 bodies 
have ,been recovered. 


A report to London from Rome says 


the Austrians are evacuating Rovere- 
to, near Trent. Another report says 
only the civilian, population is leaving 
the city, and that 
80,000 
Austrian 


troops have been concentrated there, 
preparatory to a drive into Italian ter- 
ritory. 


SATURDAY. 


Further advances by the Germans 


lu Courland are admitted in an official 
dispatch from Petrogra«f, which says 
the Russians have retreated to the 
north bank ot the Dvine river, forty 
miles southeast ot Riga. The state- 
ment says the Russians are on the 
offensive near the Viliya river, be- 
tween Kovno and Viliia, and that the 
czar's troops are holding the Aus- 
trians on a fttty-mile front in Galicia. 


A news dispatch to Rome says 


unless the allies relieve Russia by a 
determined offensive in the west, the 
Russian armies will be crushed. In 
the capture of Grodno, and Friedrich- 
stadt the Germans are reported to 
have taken 6000 prisoners. 


Continuous artillery fighting on the 


western front is reported from Paris. 


SUNDAY. 


Allan Line steamship Hesperian is 


torpedoed without warning 100 miles 
off the Irish coast, but keeps afloat 
and is returning to Queenstown. Nc 
lives were lost, company reports. Two 
Americans and fifty wounded Canad- 
ian soldiers were among the 350 pas- 
sengers 011 board the Hesperian.

will become effective Sept. 15. The 
employes heretofore have been work- 
ing an average of ten hours a day. 


Eastland's Death Toii Placed at 812. 


Coroner Hoffman, of Chicago, made 


his official report on the Eastland dis- 
aster. The total death list is placed 
at 812, of whom 52 were less than 10 
and 295 less than twenty years of age. 
Of the 812 there were 361 men and, 
boys and 451 women and girls among' 
the dead. 


Lynch Man at Second Try. 


A negro named Wilson was lynched 


near Dresden, Tenn., for a crime 
against a white woman after the cir- 
cuit judge and the sheriff had once 
taken him from the mob. 


Alabama Rejects Suffrage.

He then 
began the study of law with his 
father and Edward S. Rcily, Esq., 
D istrict A ttorney of Adams county, 
and on motion of Hon. W illiam A. 
Duncan was adm itted to practice as 
a member of the Adams County Bar 
August 17th, 1878. 


He at once met with unqualified 
success in his profession, and has al­ 
ways held an honorable position at 
the Bar. His legal attainm ents and 
his fidelity to every trust have won 
for him the implicit confidence of all 
with whom his large practice ha£ 
brought him in contact. He has for 
a long time been a member of the

settled m any large estates as execu­ 
tor and trustee. 


In 1904, Mr. M cSherry was a can­ 
didate for judge under the old^ dele­ 
gate system and was second highest 
for the nomination, being only six 
votes less on the first ballot than the 
successful nominee.

A GENERAL SURVEY GF 


THE WAR 


TUESDAY. 


German forces in north Poland have 
taken 
several 
positions In the out­ 
skirts of Grodno, according to Ber­ 
lin, and the forts defending that place 
are being shelled by the German ar­ 
tillery. In south Poland the kaiser’s 
forces are reported to be driving the 
Russians i*to the Pripet marshes. The 
Austrian advance in East Galicia con­ 
tinues and General von H!^lenburg 
is reported to have sent reinforce­ 
ments to Courland, where a new east­ 
ern drive has been begun. 


Italian advices 
say 
the 
Austrian 
forces have retreated in, the Val Su- 
gana, 
east of Trent, on the upper 
Isonzo. 


Dispatches from Paris say that the 
French have begun a series of attacks 
on the Craonne plateau to prevent the 
Germans concentrating troops for of­ 
fensive movements In the Argonne re­ 
gion. 


WEDNESDAY. 


Ambassador von Bnrnstorff gave to 
Secretary of State Lansing a written 
statem ent that the German govern­ 
ment has accepted in principle the 
position of the United States that ves« 
sels 
carrying 
passengers must be 
warned before attack by submarines. 


Furious Austro-German attacks in 
east Galicia have been repulsed, Pe* 
trograd 
reports, 
and 
the 
invading 
movement in that field checked. It is 
also reported that the Teuton advance 
in Courland has been brought to a 
standstill. An unofficial announcement 
from Berlin say3 that the Russians 
have lost 300,000 men in killed and 
wounded since May 22 and 1,100,000 
prisoners. 


Artillery duels have been in pro­ 
gress on the French battlefrqnt with­ 
out interruption for five days. London 
believes these activities are accom­ 
panied by an allied offensive move 
ment. Paris reports that German at­ 
tacks, in the Vosges have been re 
pulsed. 


THURSDAY. 


German forces advancing in north 
Poland have reached the outer de­ 
fences of Grodno, according to an of­ 
ficial statem ent Issued in Berlin. An 
unofficial German dispatch says the 
army of Field Marshal Yon Macken­ 
sen, in south Poland, has joined the 
Austrian forces which have just taken 
the fortress of Lutsk, in preparation 
for a winter campaign in 
southern 
Russia. 


Petrograd admits that the German 
offensive in north Poland has reached 


v^uiiy, lorty-nve miles soumwest or 
Vilna, on the Petrograd-W arsaw rail* 
way. The Teuton drive In east Galicia, 
It is said, has boon checked, whila 
von Hindonberg’s forcc3 in Courland 
have boon held up at Friodrichstadt, 
In the Dvina roglon, it is announced, 
the Russians have taken the offenslv* 
at some points,

FRIDAY. 


The capture of the Russian fortress 
of Grodno, together with 3000 prison* 
era, i3 reported by Berlin.

advancing eastward. 


A dispatch to Berlin says a British 
transport was sunk by a mine at the 
entrance to the Dardanelles, with 1770 
men on board, and that 600 bodies 
have ,beon recovered.

SATURDAY. 


Further advances by the Germans 
in Courland are admitted in an official 
dispatch from Petrogra#, which says 
the Russians have retreated to the 
north bank of the Dvine river, forty 
miles southeast of Riga.

ment says the Russians are on the 
offensive near the Viiiya river, be­ 
tween Kovno and Vilna, and that the 
oz.ar’3 troops are holding the Aus- 
trlans on a ilfty-milo front in Galicia.

news dispatch 
to Rome

unless the allies relieve Russia by a 
determined offensive in the west, the 
Russian armies will be crushed.

the capture of Grodno, and Friedrich- 
stadt the Gormans arc reported to 
have taken 6000 prisoners.

Symbols Have Been Subject to 


Many Changes. 


Those of Today the Result of Stow 


Growth Through Centuries—Sara- 


cens Given Credit for Intro* 


duction of Banner. 


The Union Jack, the banner under 


which Englishmen, Scotchmen. Irish- 
men, Welshmen, Canadians, Australi- 
ans, East Indians and men from other 
parts of the great empire on which 
the sun never sets are now fighting on 
tiie bloody fields of France, was de- 
igned 307 years ago, in 1606. Th« 
original flag of England, the banner 
of St. George, white with a red cross, 
was incorporated then with the ban- 
ner of Scotland, which was blue with 
a white diagonal cross. This combina- 
tion obtained the name of ''Union 
Jack," ID allusion to the union be- 
tween England and Scotland, and to 
the name of the monarch who brought 
about the consolidation of the crowns. 
This was James I of England and Vi 
of Scotland, the word 'Jack" being a 
corruption of Jacobus, the Latin word 
for James. The original arrangement 
of the Union Jack continued until 
1801, when following the union with 
Ireland, tlie banner of St. Patrick, 
white with a diagonal red cross, was 
amalgamated with it. The red Mal- 
tese cross of St. Patrick was placed 
over the white cross of St. Andrew, so 
that a thin white line on either slfle is 
all that remains of the Scottish cross. 


The many nationalities comprising 


the empire of Franz Josef fight under 
a common flag of red and white, the 
colors of the Hapsburg dynasty. There 
are red stripes at the top and bottom 
of the banner, and oil the central 
white stripe appears the Austrian coat 
of arms. The German, Austrian and 
Russian banners, like the English, 
represent a slow growth through many 
centuries and with frequent changes. 
Since ancient times men have carried 
distinguishing emblems in battle, but 
it was not until the sixth century that 
the flag acquired its present form in 
Spain. Before that it was just a small 
square of cloth carried on a lance. 
The modern flag is said to have been 
introduced in Spain by the Saracens.

CLAIMS MOST PERFECT LENS 


German Optician Says He Has Pro- 


duced a Glass That Has No Equal 


in the World. 


In the "Punktal," Dr. Moritz von 


Rohr of the scientific s&taff of the Carl 
Zeiss,works, a famous German optical 
establishment, claims the invention of 
the perfect lens. It is said to be su- 
perior to either the Toric or Menis- 
cus lenses, both recognized as great 
improvements over the old style flat 
glasses. 


In eld-style lenses, when the eye is 


rotated to one side, the line of sight 
passes through the lens obliquely. This 
defect was only partially done away 
with by the Toric or curved lens. In 
working out the new lens, Doctor von 
Rohr computed formulas for grinding 
lenses which differ from every differ- 
ent power. 


Heretofore all lenses have been 


ground on cne side with one or an- 
other of a set of established base 
curves. Believing it was impossible 
to produce a perfectly corrected lens 
in this way, Doctor yon Rohr estab- 
lished different formulas for each side 
of every kind of lens required.

fore Conversation. 


That morning we left the main eara- 


ran, but meant to rejoin it before 
night An hour after sunset, however, 
we were wandering about without a 
path.

While we talked a servant, on signal, 
brought out the coffee tongs—two 
spoons of iron chained together and 
having handles 18 inches long. Green 
coffee beans were placed on the larger 
spoon, which was about sir inches in 
diameter, and were held over the fire 
to roast. The other spoon, only an 
Inch in diameter, was used to stir the" 
beans and prevent burning. When the 
coffee was roasted the slow process of 
grinding began. 


The grinder evidently felt that his 


work was of great importance and 
should be done artistically. Each 
stroke of the great wooden pestle was 
accompanied by a double click on the 
side of the deep wooden mortar. Then 
the coffee was boiled, first in one 
blackened copper ,pot with a long 
straight handle, and then in another. 
Finally/the grinder tasted it Then the 
cups, two in number, began to circu- 
late. Each man was served with only 
two or three swallows of the strong 
black fluid, but the cups were passed 
to the chief men several times. 


As they sip the black unsweetened 


coffee, ,the desert .prince and his com- 
panions talk not only of prices and 
of the doings of their great ones, but 
tried to make me understand how they 
and their people fought with the gov- 
ernment not many years ago. The 
chief's eyes were so fierce and his ges- 
tures so violent that I began to think 
he was really getting angry. "Why 
does the government take taxes for 
even our coffee from poor Arabs who 
come from the desert in time of 
drought?" he asked. "Have not the 
Arabs the right to feed their flocks 
wherever there" i« grass? Some day 
soon the soldiers will see what my 
people will do."—From "Palestine and 
Its Transformation," by Ellsworth 
Huntingtcn.

Fox Farms Fail. 


Many failures in the new industry 


of fox farming in Alaska are recorded 
by E. Lester Jones, deputy commis- 
sioner of fisheries, In the report on his 
recent investigation in Alaska for the 
department of commerce. 
He finds 


that the promise of big profits caused 
many to rush into the business, and 
small fortunes were sunk by men who 
,did not understand the diflicuUies of 
the industry. 


The rush to raise foxes, the commis- 


sioner says, was due to the exorbitant 
prices paid for live black and silver- 
gray foxes raised in Canada. These 
prices, he declares, did not indicate a 
healthy condition in the industry. Nev- 
ertheless there was a rush to raise 
foxes in Alaska in the hope of reaping 
big profits quickly. One of the chiel 
reasons for the large majority of fail- 
ures, according to* the commissioner, 
was the government's system of leas- 
ing certain islands to prospective fox 
farmers at a minimum of $200 a yeai 
for five years. The figure proved toe 
high.

The Union Jack, the banner under 
which Englishmen, Scotchmen, irish­ 
men, Welshmen, Canadians, Australi­ 
ans, Bast Indians and men from other 
parts of tho great empire on which 
the sun never sets are now fighting on 
e bloody fields of France, was de- 
gned 307 years ago, in 1606. 
Th« 
original fiag of England, the banner 
of St. George, white with a red cross, 
was incorporated then with the ban­ 
ner of Scotland, which waa blue with 
a white diagonal cross. This combina­ 
tion obtained the name of “Union 
Jack," in allusion to the union be­ 
tween England and Scotland, and to 
the name of the monarch who brought 
about the consolidation of the crowns. 
This was James 1 of England and VI 
of Scotland, the word ‘Jack" being a 
corruption of Jacobus, the Latin word 
for James. The original arrangement 
of the Union Jack continued until 
1801, when following the union with 
Ireland, the banner of St. Patrick, 
white with a diagonal red cross, was 
amalgamated with it. 
The red Mal­ 
tese cross of St. Patrick was placed 
over the white cross of St. Andrew, so 
that a thin white line on either <^ie is 
ail that remains of the Scottish cross. 


The many nationalities comprising 
the empire of Franz Josef fight under 
a common flag of red and white, the 
colors of the Hapsburg dynasty. There 
are red stripes at the top and bottom 
of the banner, and on the central 
white stripe appears the Austrian coat 
of arms. 
The German, Austrian and 
Russian banners, like the English, 
represent a slow growth through many 
centuries and with frequent changes. 
Since ancient times men have carried 
distinguishing emblems in battle, but 
it was not until the sixth century that 
the flag acquired its present form in 
Spain. Before that it was Just a small 
square of cloth carried on a lance. 
The modern flag is said to have been 
introduced in Spain by the Saracens.

German Optician Says He Has Pro­ 
duced a Glass That Has No Equal 
In the World. 


In the “Punktal,” Dr. Moritz von 
Rohr of the scientific staff of the Carl 
Zeiss works, a famous German optical 
establishment, claims the invention of 
the perfect lens. 
It is said to be su­ 
perior to either the Toric or Menis­ 
cus lenses, both recognized as great 
improvements over the old style flat 
glassos. 


In old-style lenses, when the eye is 
rotated to one side, the line of sight 
passes through the lens obliquely. This 
defect was only partially done away 
with by the Toric or curved lens. In 
working out the new lens, Doctor von 
Rohr computed formulas for grinding 
lenses which differ from every differ­ 
ent power. 


Heretofore all 
lenses have been 
ground on one side with one or an­ 
other of a set of established base 
curves. 
Believing it was impossible 
to produce a perfectly corrected lens 
in this way, Doctor von Rohr estab­ 
lished different formulas for each side 
of every kind of lens required.

Fox Farms Fall. 


Many failures in the new industry 
of fox farming in Alaska are recorded 
by E. Lester Jones, deputy commis­ 
sioner of fisheries, in the report on his 
recent investigation in Alaska for the 
department of commerce.

many to rush into the business, and 
small fortunes were sunk by men who 
did not understand the difficulties of 
the industry. 


The rush to raise foxes, the commis­ 
sioner says, was due to the exorbitant 
prices paid for live black and silver 
gray foxes raised in Canada. 
These 
prices, ho decxares, did not indicate a 
healthy condition in the industry. Nev­ 
ertheless there was a rush to raise 
foxes in Alaska in the hope of reaping 
big profits quickly. 
One of the chief 
reason* for the large majority of fail­ 
ures, according to* the commissioner, 
was the government's system of leas­ 
ing certain islands to prospective fox 
farmers a t a minimum of |200 a yeai 
for five years, The figure proved toe 
high.

On the Seamen's Bill 


The American ?.4o-wmen are interested in sea com- 


merce. It is expensive and likewise humiliating "to have 
to salute a foreign flag every time a farmer wants to ship 
a bushel of -wheat, a bale of cotton or a pound of farm 
products across the ocean. The American farmer is en- 
titled to the protection of his. flag in sending his products 
across the sea, and Congress should give such encourage- 
ment to shipping interests as is necessary to meet foreign 
competition in ocean commerce. A recent bill known as 
the Seaman's Bill became a law under the President's 
signature and JVlr/R. P. Schwerin, vice-president of the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company, when asked to define 
this law and outline its.effect upon American steamship 
lines, said ia part: 


; 
"The bill provides that no ship of any nationality 'shall be permitted to 


depart from any port of the United States unless she has on board a crew 
not less than seventy-five per centum of which, in each department thereof 
is able to understand any order, given by the officers of such vessel nor 
unless forty per centum in the first year, forty-five per centum in the second 
.year, fifty per centum in the third year, fifty-five per centum in the fourth 
year after the passage of this Act, and, thereafter sixty-five per centum of her 
deck crew, exclusive of licensed officers and apprentices, are of a ratine not 
less than able seaman.' 


"The oversea trade of the world is competitive, therefore the original 


cost of the snip and the operation of the ship have to be reckoned -with in 
-the keen competition of these rival nations with one another 
The Oriental 


'sailor is obedient and competent and is the cheapest sailor in the world 
It is therefore manifestly clear that if this law applied to all nationalities 
in the transpacific traffic, all would be on the same economic basis, but it 
;-works a single hardship to all the ships of the world, except the Japanese 
,and American ships, and with the latter it works two hardships. With the 
.European, the cost, of constructing a ship is no higher than the cost of con- 
structing a Japanese ship, but if they had to provide European crews, while 
•the Japanese operated with Japanese crews, the condition of competition 
rwould be such that they could not overcome the handicap and they would be 
driven off. But the American ship would have to contend not only with the 
.tremendous increase of cost of wage in the substitution of the European crew 
for the Chinese crew, but also the greater initial cost of the ship.' As the 
Japanese have now done away with their European officers and Japanese 
crews, all of whom speak a common language, there is no difficulty for them 
to comply with a.'l the conditions of the bill and continue their Japanese 
^crews, with Oriental wages. 


"The law, therefore, instead of assisting the American ship, adds another 


heavy burden, white it places none whatever upon the Japanese ship, but, on 
.the contrary, turns over to the Japanese the traffic of the Pacific Ocean, 
which the American ship is forced to forego by act cf Congress of the 
iTlDited States."

On Railroads Co-operating With the Farmer 


Co-operation is a theme that lends itself most readily 


to theory but yields stubbornly to practice. It is easy to 
speak the word but -difficult to understand it aad more 
difficult still to practice it. All can be selfish but it takes 
vision to be progressive. The organized farmer has been 
preaching co-operation for lo! these many years, but now 
come the railroads talking co-operation in the language 
of the soil. **• 


A recent paper read by G. E. Cassel, publicity agent 


c--f the Norfolk & Western railway, is so full of horse sense 
that we reproduce it in part and urge the farmers along 
that roadway to continued co-operation with the manage- 


;~~ 
: 
rnent of the road in all problems of mutual interest: 


; 
"We are now dealing with two of the most gigantic occupations of men— 


.farming and land transportation. They are the basis of pretty nearly all 
[wealth- When they fail the whole country fails. Therefore, how important 
:it is that these two should fully understand each other, and work together 
;not only for their own commercial advancement but for the prosperity of the 
i nation. 
; 
"The farmers and the railways are natural allies in all their interests. 


"It is difficult to conceive of greater service to the commonwealth than that 
;of firmly fixing in the minds of both the railways and the farmers that they 
:are mutually dependent and that the prosperity of one depends on the pros- 
perity of the other, but that suspicion and misunderstanding destroy the 
! various interests of both. Many of the most progressive and far-seeing rail- 
i-ways have fully recognized this relation and dependence. 
: 
"In the study cf economic conditions in all branches of human endeavor, 


ifrom the birth of our nation down to within quite recent years, we are aston- 
jished at the utter lack of the co-operative principle—the 'work together' 
jidea—and not only that, but extreme selfishness and purblind prejudice has 
imore apparently, dominated in the different branches of trade and other ave- 
inue's of enterprise. This was a condition that .government could not remedy. 
jNo statute law, or even written constitution, can do more than safeguard 
; those inalienable rights of the individual. 
' ' 
"The mutual advantages »f co-operation and sympathetic understanding 


are many and .varied for both the railway and the farmer. The farmer in 
peculiarly dependent upon rapid and cheap transportation. 
His products' 


are always comparatively bulky and frequently perishable. The railways 
give farmers a worldwide market for their products. An intelligent under- 
standing of the fundamental improvement of railway transportation is essen- 
;tial to the prosperity of any agricultural community. Worldwide and qation- 
jwide markets are made possible only by regular and cheap transportation 
-such as is offered by the railways.

"So the farmer may conclude that when he co-operates with the railroads, 


;his most potent allies, he is doing good for himself and much good for bis 
ii country.

assent of the electors thereof at a public 
election in such manner as shall be pro- 
vided by law; but any city, the debt of 
which now exceeds seven per centum of 
such assessed valuation, may be author- 
ized by law to increase the same three 
per centum, in the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation, except" that 
any debt or debts hereinafter incurred by 
the city and county of -Philadelphia for 
the cons?«-uction and development of sub- 
ways for transit purposes, or for the con- 
struction of wharves and docks, or the 
reclamation of land to be used in the con- 
struction of a system ofs wharves and 
docks, as public improvements, owned or 
to "be- owned by eaid city and county of 
Philadelphia, and which shall yield to the 
city .and county of Philadelphia current 
net revenues in excess of the interest on 
said debt or debts, and the annual in- 
stallments necessary for the cancellation 
of said debt or debts, may be excluded in 
ascertaining the power of the city and 
county of Philadelphia to become other- 
wise indebted: Provided, That a sinking- 
fund for their cancellation shall be estab- 
lished and maintained," so that It shall 
read as follows:— 


Section 8. The debt of any county, city, 


borough, township, school district, or oth- 
er municipality or incorporated district, 
except as herein provided, shall never ex- 
ceed seven per centum upon the assessed 
value of the taxable property therein, 
nor shell any such municipality or dis- 
trict incur any new debt, or Increase its 
indebtedness to an amount exceeding two 
per centum upori such assessed valuation 
of property, without the consent of the 
electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner as shall be provided by law; 
but any city, the debt of which on the 
first day of January, one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-four, exceeded seven 
per centum of such assessed vakiation, 
and has not since been reduced to less 
than such per centum, may be authorized 
by law to increase the s.-ime three per 
centum in the aggregate, at any one time, 
upon such valuation. The city of Phila- 
delphia, upon the conditions hereinafter 
set lorth, may increase Its indebtedness 
to th« extent of three per centum in ex- 
cess of seven per centum upon such as- 
sessed valuation for the specif.c purpose 
of providing for all or any of the follow- 
ing purposes,—to wit: For the construc- 
tion and improvement of subways, tun- 
nels, railways, elevated rail-ways, and oth- 
er transit facilities; for the construction 
and improvement of wharves and docks 
and for the reclamation of land to be 
used In the construction of » harves and 
docks, owned or * to be owned by said 
city. Such increase, however, shall only 
be made -with the assent of the electors 
thereof at a public election, <to be held in 
such manner as shall be prjU-ldea by law.

In matters arising in and 
under the operation of such system, judi- 
cial powers, with right of appeal, may be 
conferred by the Legislature upon county 
recorders and upon other officers by it 
designated.

5r the first or original registration h-as 
been perfected by the court, and provi- 
sion may be made for raising- the neces- 
sary funds for expenses and salaries of 
officers, which shall be paid out of the 
Teasury of the several counties.

It is as objectionable for a convention of ministers to seek by canonical!

Any convention, whether composed of scrints or sinners, 
ricn or poor, white or black, that seoks to prostitute power and coerce con­ 
science ought to be broken up by the police and its loaders arrested for 
treason. 


A crime by any other name is a crime just the same. An ecclesiastical 
robe cannot sanctify treason, authority to preach does not carry with it 
lcense to become a political ringstcr, or the right to teach us how to pray 
Eive a permit to tell us how to vote. No man in joining the church should 
fiacriiice his citizenship, forfeit his constitutional liberties or subordinate his 
duty to the state. The earth many times has been drenched with tho blood 


fighting to throw off tho ecclesiastical yoke from the state, 
ana the suggestion of a return to those medieval conditions with their horror 
and their torture should not be tolerated for a moment. 


Laws should, be passed prohibiting any preacher, or combination of

On tho Seamen’s Bill 


The American plowmen are interested in sea com­ 
merce. 
It is expensive and likewise humiliating to have 
to salute a foreign flag every time a farmer wants to ship 
a bushel of wheat, a bale of cotton or a pound of farm 
products across the ocean. 
The American farmer is en­ 
titled to the protection of his flag in sending his products 
across the sea, and Congress should g/ve such encourage­ 
ment to shipping interests as is necessary to meet foreign 
competition in ocean commerce. A recent bill known as 
the Seaman’s Bill became a law under the President’s 
signature and JVlr. R. P. Schwerin, vice-president of the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company, when asked to define 
this law and outline its effect upon American steamship 
lines, said in part: 


“The bill provides that no ship of any nationality ‘shall be permitted to 
depart from any port of the United States unless she has on board a crew 
not less than seventy-five per centum of which, in each department thereof, 
is able to understand any order given by tho officers of such vessel, nor 
nnless forty per centum in the first year, forty-five per centum in the second 
.year, fifty per ccnfum in the third year, fifty-five per centum in the fourth 
year after the passage of this Act, and, thereafter sixty-five per centum of her 
deck crew, exclusive of licensed officers and apprentices, are of a rating not 
less than able seamen/ 


“The oversea trade of the world is competitive, therefore the original 
"cost of the ship and the operation of the ship have to be reckoned with in 
'the keen competition of these rival nations with one another. The Oriental 
sailor is obedient and competent and is the cheapest sailor in the world. 
It is therefore manifestly clear that if this law applied to all nationalities 
in the transpacific traffic, all would be on the same economic basis, but it 
works a single hardship to all the ships of tho world, except the Japanese 
’and American ships, and with the latter it works two hardships. With the 
.European, the cost of constructing a ship is no higher than the cost of con­ 
structing a Japanese ship, but if they had to provide European crews, while 
•the Japanese operated with Japanese crews, the condition of competition 
•would be such that they could not overcome the handicap and they would be 
driven off. But the American ship would have to contend not only with the 
tremendous increase of cost of wage in the substitution of the European crew 
for the Chinese cxew, but also the greater initial cost of the ship. 
As the 
Japanese have now done away with their European officers and Japanese 
crews, all of whom speak a common language, there is no difficulty for them 
to comply with all the conditions of the bill and continue their Japanese 
'crews, with Oriental wages. 


“The law, therefore, instead of assisting the American ship, adds another 
heavy burden, whije it places none whatever upon the Japanese ship, but, on 
,the contrary, turns over to the Japanese the traffic of the Pacific Ocean, 
which the American chip is forced to forego by act oi Congress of the 
.United States.“

On Railroads Co-operating With the Farmer 


Co-operation is a theme that lends itself most readily 
to theory but yields stubbornly to practice. It 13 easy to 
speak the word but difficult to understand it and more 
difficult still to practice it. All can be selfish but it takes 
vision to be progressive, Tho organized farmer has been 
preaching co-operation for lo! these many years, but now 
come the railroads talking co-operation in tho lauguage 
of the soil. 


A recent paper read by G. 13. Cassel, publicity agent 
at the Norfolk & Western railway, is so full of horse sense 
¡hat we reproduce it in part and urge the farmers along 
that roadway to continued co-operation with the manage­ 
ment of the road in all problems of mutual interest: 


“We are now dealing with two of the most gigantic occupations of men— 
farming and land transportation. 
They are the basis of pretty nearly all 
wealth.. "When they fail the whole country fails. 
Therefore, bow important 
it is that these two should fully understand each other, and work together 
not only for their own commercial advancement but for the prosperity of tho 
• nation. 


“The farmers and the railways are natural allies In all their interests. 


■ It is difficult to conceive of greater service to the commonwealth than that 
of firmly fixing in the minds of both the railways and the farmers that they 
are mutually dependent and that the prosperity of one depends on the pros­ 
perity of the other, but that suspicion and misunderstanding destroy the 
’various interests of both. Many of the most progressive and far-seeing rail- 
•ways have fully recognized this relation and dependence, 
■ 
“in the study of economic conditions in all branches of human endeavor, 
from the birth of our nation down to within quite j’ecent years, we are aston­ 
ished at the utter lack of the co-operative principle—the ‘work together' 
• idea—and not only that, but extreme selfishness and purblind prejudice has 
more apparently dominated in the different branches of trade and other ave­ 
nues of enterprise. This was a condition that .government could not remedy. 
No statute law, or even written constitution, can do more than safeguard 
’those inalienable rights of the individual. 


"The mutual advantages #f co-operation and sympathetic understanding 
are many and varied for both the railway and the farmer. 
The farmer is 
peculiarly dependent upon rapid and cheap transportation. 
His products 
are always comparatively bulky and frequently perishable. 
The railways 
give farmers a worldwide market for their products. 
An intelligent under­ 
standing of the fundamental improvement of railway transportation is essen­ 
tial to the prosperity of any agricultural community. Worldwide and n^txon- 
Lwide markets are made possible only by regular and cheap transportation 


such as is offered by the railways. 


“So the farmer may conclude that when he co-operates with the railroads, 


his most potent allies, he is doing good for himself and much good for his 
-country.

Every malo citizen twenty- 
one yvars of age, possessing tho follow­ 
ing qualifications, shall bo entitled to voto 
at all elections, subject, however, to such 
laws requiring and regulating tho regis­ 
tration of electors as tho General Assem­ 
bly may enact: 


“First, lie shall have been a citizen of 
the United States at least ono month.

“Third.

If twenty-two yoars of age 
and upwards, ho shall havo paid within 
two years a Stato or county tax, which 
shall have been assessed at least two 
months and paid at least one month be­ 
fore tho election,“ be amended so that the 
same shall read as follows: t 
Section 1.

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section eight 
of article nine of tho Constitution of 
Pennsylvania. 
Section I. Be it resolved by the Senate 
and House of Representatives of tho 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in Gen­ 
eral Assembly met, That the following 
is proposed as an amendment to the Con­ 
stitution of the Commonwealth of Penn­ 
sylvania, in accordance with the provi­ 
sions of tho eighteenth article thereof:— 
Amend section eight, article nine of the 
Constitution of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, which reads as follows: 
“Section 8. 
The debt of any county, 
city, borough, township, school district, 
or other municipality or incorporated dis­ 
trict, except as herein provided, shall 
never exceed seven per centum upon the 
assessed value of the taxable property 
therein, nor shall any such municipality 
or district incur any new debt, or in­ 
crease its indebtedness to an amount ex­ 
ceeding two per centum upon such as- 
set>sed valuation of property, without the 
assent of the electors thereof at a public 
election in such manner as shall bo pro­ 
vided by law; but any city, tho debt of 
which now exceeds seven per centum of 
such assessed valuation, may be author­ 
ized by law to increase tho same three 
per centum. In the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation, except that 
any debt or debta hereinafter incurred by 
the city and county of Philadelphia for 
tho construction and development of sub- 
waj's for transit purposes, ur for tho con­ 
struction of wharves and docks, or the 
reclamation of land to bo used in the con­ 
struction of a system of wharves and 
docks, as public improvements, owned or 
to be owned by 6ald city and county of 
Philadelphia, and which shall yield to the 
city and county of Philadelphia current 
net revenues in excess of the interest on 
said debt or debts, and tho annual in­ 
stallments necessary for tho cancellation 
of said debt or debts, may bo excluded in 
ascertaining the power of the city and 
county of Philadelphia to become other­ 
wise indebted: Provided, That a sinking- 
fund for their cancellation shall bo estab­ 
lished and maintained/' so that it shall 
read as follows:— 


Section 8, Tho debt of any county, city, 
borough, township, school district, or oth­ 
er municipality or Incorporated district, 
except as herein provided, shall never ex­ 
ceed seven per centum upon the assessed 
value of the taxable property therein, 
nor shall any such municipality or dis­ 
trict incur any new debt, or increase its 
indebtedness lo an amount exceeding two 
per centum upori such assessed valuation 
of property, without tho consent of tho 
electors thereof at a public election In 
such munntir as snail be provided by law; 
but any city, tho debt of which on the 
hret day of January, one thousand eight 
hundred and sevenly-four, exceeded seven 
per centum of such assessed vakmtion, 
and has not sinco been reduced to less 
than such per centum, may be authorized 
by law to increase the same three per 
centum in the aggregate, at any one time, 
upon such valuation. The city of Phila­ 
delphia, upon Jho conditions hereinafter 
eet forth, may increase its indebtedness 
to th* extent of three per centum in ex­ 
cess of seven jjer centum upon such as­ 
sessed valuation for the sped lie purpose 
of providing for all or any of the follow­ 
ing purposes,—to wit; For the construc­ 
tion and improvement of subways, tun­ 
nels, railways, elevated railways, and oth­ 
er transit facilities; for the construction 
and improvement of wharves and docks 
and for the^ reclamation of land to be 
used in the construction of * harves and 
docks,, owned or to bo owned by said 
city. Such Increase, however, shall only 
be made with tho assent of tho electors 
thereof at a public election jjto be held in 
such manner as shall bo pijiided by law. 
In ascertaining the borrowing capacity of 
said city of Philadelphia, at any time, 
there shall be excluded from tno calcula­ 
tion a credit, where the work resulting 
from any previous expenditure, for any 
one or mor* of the specific purposes here­ 
inabove enumerated shall bo yielding to 
said city an annual current net revenue; 
the amount of -which credit »hall bp as- 
curtained by capitalising th§ annual &*t 


revenu® during tho year immediately pre­ 
ceding tho time of such ascertainment. 
Such capitalization shall bo accomplish­ 
ed by ascertaining tho principal amount 
which would yield such annual, current 
not rovcnue, at tho average rate of in­ 
terest, and sinking-fund charges payable 
upon tho Indebtedness incurred by said 
city for such purposes, up to tho time of 
fcuch ascertainment. 
Tho method of de­ 
termining such amount, so to be excluded 
or allowed as u credit, may bo prescribed 
by tho General Assembly. 


In incurring Indebtedness, for any one, 
or more of said purposes of construction, 
improvement, or reclamation, tho city of 
Philadelphia may Issue its obligations ma­ 
turing not later than fifty years from the 
date thereof, with provision for a sinking- 
fund sufficient to rellro said obligation at 
maturity, the payments to such sinking- 
fund to bo in equal or graded annual in* 
stalments. Such obligations may bo in an 
amount sufilciwit to provide for and may 
include tho amount of tho interest and 
sinking-fund charges accruing and which 
may accrue thereon throughout the period 
of construction and until tho expiration 
of ono year after tho completion of tho 
work for which said indebtedness shall 
havo been incurred; and said city shall 
not bo required to levy a tax to pay said 
Interest and sinking-fund charges, as re­ 
quired by section ten of article nine of 
tho Constitution of Pennsylvania, until 
tho expiration of said period of ono year 
after tho completion of such work.

The tags which 
are given each licensed gunner th;s year 
are of dark red oiled cloth, and must be 
worn by every person desiring to hunt 
within the limits of the state, excepting on 
their own or adjoining premises. Under 
the provisions of the national law, no oth- 
er shore birds except those mentioned 
above can be legally killed in Pennsylvania 
between October 1,1913, and September 1, 
1918. 
In the list of game that can be 


killed after October 15th are bear, ruffed 
grouse, or phesant, quail, raccoons, squir- 
rels and wild turkeys. The licenses, as in 
other years, cost $1 each. If it is secured 
through a justice, 15 cents is added as that 
officer's fee. The county treasurer receives 
10 cents on cash license issued. There 
were 2568 licenses issued in Adams county 
last year.

Frozen Fig Custard.—Beat the yolks 


of six eggs with a quart of milk and a 
cupful of granulated sugar, cook in a 
double boiler until smooth and coats 
the spoon. When cold stir in a cupful 
of finely chopped figs, flavor to taste 
•with lemon extract and add a pint of 
whipped cream and the whites of the 
eggs, beaten stiff. Turn into a freezer 
and freeze, opening the freezer when 
half frozen and stirring up the fruit 
from the bottom. 


Coffee Ice.—Make a quart of strong, 


clear coffee, sweeten with six table- 
spoonluls of sugar, eool and partly 
freeze, then add two whites of eggs, 
beaten stiff, and finish freezing. Serve 
in sherbet cups with chilled whippet! 
cream or with vanilla ice cream, com- 
bining the two in the same dish when 
serving. 


FRUIT DESSERTS. 


Almost any fruit juice, such as cher- 


ry. raspberry, currant or strawberry.

the juice of three eranges. a lemon 
and a half cupful of sugar; let staod 
several hours. Whip a cupful 
of 


heavy cream, add a half cupful of 
powdered sugar and a 
cupful of 


chopped nuts or candied fruit. 
Rub 


a m%ld sparingly with olive oil. pour 
in the fruit juices, spread with the 
whipped cream mixture and cover 
with paraffin paper, put on the lid 
and bury in ice and salt for three 
hours. Serve garnished with sections 
of orange which have stood overnight 
in a thick sirup of sugar and water. 


Rhubarb Gelatin. — Take four cup- 


fuls of diced rhubarb, two cnpfuls of 
sugar, the grated rind of half an or- 
ange; bake in a slow even until the 
rhubarb is tender, but not broken. 
Skim out the rhubarb, keeping the 
pieces whole to serve as a garnish 
for the gelatin. Soak two tablespoon- 
fuls of gelatin in cold water to cover, 
r,dd it with the juice of one lemon to 
the boiling rhubarb juice; pou, into a 
mold. When firm serve with rhubarb 
as a sauce 


Jellied Prunes. — Soak a third of a 


pound of prunes over night and cook 
in the same water until soft. Remove 
stones and to the prune liquor add 
enough boiling water to make a pint 
Soak two and a half tablespoonfuls of 
gelatin in cold water, add to the prune 
liquid with sugar and lemon jukw to 
taste Stir in prunes and mold.

There is but one position for a ju- 


dicial candidate to take in the mat- 
ter of an aus\yer to the 29 questions

Inter-County 


Temperance League published in a 
recent issue. He has no moral or le- 
gal right to give expression to an 
opinion that will disqualify him af- 
terwards and so prevent him from 
discharging the duties toV/hich the 
people shall have elected him. 


This is no new question for the 


Supreme Court of the State in a case 
years ago declared "that the act of 
deciding is judicial and not arbitrary 
or willful. The discretion' vested in 
the Court is therefore, a sound judi- 
cial discretion and to be a rightful 
judgment it must be exercised upon 
the facts and circumstances before 
the Court after they have been heard 
and duly considered. To say that I 
will grant no license to anyone or 
that I will grant it to everyone is not 
to decide judicially on tbe merit" of 
the case but to determine beforehand 
without a hearing or else to disre- 
gard what has been heard." 


The Supreme Court again declared 


that "if a judge should refuse a li- 
cense because in his opinion the law 
authorizing licenses is a bad law or 
if he should grant all licenses be- 
cause he believed the lav/ wrong as 
tending to confer a privilege on a 
special few, in either case, there 
would be no exercise of judicial dis- 
cretion, both would be the mere des- 
potic assertion of arbitrary will by 
one m power, that sorj; of lawless- 
ness which is least excusable and ex- 
cites most indignation." 


A

opinion is putting himself into a po- 
sition of straddling, saying some- 
thing to gain support in the cam- 
paign, and then defeating the very 
thing he would be pretending to help, 
for he would thereby disqualify him-

Sir:— 


The receipt of your communication of recent date, containing 


questions submitted to me as a Candidate for President Judge Fifty- 
first Judicial District, is acknowledged. 


The questions submitted are so -numerous and intricate that I 


shall not attempt to answer them in detail. 


-A Judicial candidate should not in any way commit himself in 


advance upon any subject which might come before him afterward for 
judicial determination. 


On-the 16th day of January, 1915, Orvis. President Judge, in 


reCentre County Liquor License, found in District Reports Volume 24, 
page 616, relating to the granting of liquor licenses, filed an opinion in 
which, among other things, he says: 


'This Legislature requires the Courts to hear the testimony and 


pass upon the merits of each license application. " Lt is therefore, un- 
thinkable for one to pledge himself in advance, out of deference to 
some supposed moral sentiment, to refuse all licenses when he must 
take an oath that requires him to impartially hear each case and dis- 
pose1 of the same in accordance with the principles laid down by the 
appellate Court, etc." 


In the case of Reiner's License, ^9 Superior Court, page 190, 


which involved an effort to disqualify two Associate Judges because 
of an alleged pledge^ade before election, not to grant liquor licenses, 
Judge Rice, following the decisions of the Supreme Court, says-: 


*'No Judge whose duty it is to hear and decide has a legal or 


moral right to disqualify himself to render a just decision by "determ- 
ining before hearing that he will grant all applications or refuse all ap- 
plications. It would be a mere idle ceremony, discreditable to the 
Court that conducted it and tending to bring to the administration of 
the law into contempt." 
_ 
In referring to the pledges of candidates/that, in the .event of 


an election to the oifice, they would refuse all the applications Judge 
Rice further says: 


"This is a grave charge. It implies accusation that each of 


these Judges had made a pledge, the keeping of which would dis- 
qualify him in this class of cases, to give such hearing and decibiqn 
as the law and his oath of office require a Judge of the Quarter Ses- 
sions to give." 


A statement of opinion, as to what a Candidate for Judge would 


raise a/question to disqualify him in the event of having afterwards 
to pass upon a similar question after election. A Judge must show 
respectful obedience to the laws and their interpretation by-the Su- 
perior and Supreme Courts, and under the decisions of these Courts 
it would be improper for me as a Candidate to say more chan, if I am 
elected Judge of the 51 st Judicial District, composed of the Counties 
of Adams and Fulton, that I will always give a fair, impartial and con- 
scientious hearing, consideration andvdetermination of all applications 
for licenses and remonstrances thereto as they" arise, according to the 
law and under the decisions of the higher Courts interpreting these 
laws, as I will seek to do in all matters that should come before me 
if elected. 
' "

ICY DELICACIES. 


During the hot weather there is no 
dessert that touches tho spot like the 


frozen one. 


Nut 
and 
Raisin 
Ice 
Cream.—Briug 
to 
the 
scalding poiut in a dou­ 
ble 
boiler a 
quart of 
cream and a half pint of 
milk. 
Stir a cupful of 
granulated suga< into the 
cream, 
then 
cool 
the 
mixture. 
Add a cupful 
of chopped raisins and a 
half cupful of finely chopped walnut 
meats, flavor with vanilla or lemon 
and freeze, stirring up the fruit and 
nuts when the cream is half frozen. 
Garnish with a half of a walnut meat 
and a raisin that has been plumped 
by steaming in a sieve over the tea­ 
kettle. 


Pcach Foam.— Pare, stone and cut 
up sufficient ripe peaches to make a 
quart, then crush with two cupfuls of 
sugar and one of ice water, add a tea- 
spoonful of lemon juice and the un 
beaten whites of four eggs. 
Stir well, 
then freeze, beating the mixture well 
after it is half frozen 
Serve iu 
sherbet cups with a cherry on top 
Berry Surprise.—Make any rich ice 
cream and when the beater is removed 
fill the hollow with fresh raspberries, 
cover the top of tho opening with the 
cream, put on the cover and pack to 
ripen. 
Serve turned on a platter and 
slice Ao that there will be a center of 
berries within the wide rim of cream 
Frozen Fig Custard,—B«at the yolks 
of six eggs with a quart of milk and a 
cupful of granulated sugar, cook in a 
double» boiler until smooth and coats 
the spoon. When cold stir in a cupful 
of finely chopped figs, flavor to tasto 
with lemon extract and add a pint of 
whipped cream and the whites of the 
eggs, beaten stiff. Turn into a freezer 
and freeze, opening the freezer when 
half frozen and stirring up the fruit 
from the bottom. 


Coffee Ice.—Make a quart of strong, 
clear coiTee, sweeten with six table­ 
spoonfuls of sugar, cool and partly 
freeze, then add two whites of eggs, 
beaten stiff, and finish freezing. Serve 
in sherbet cups with chilled whipped 
cream or with vanilla ice cream, com­ 
bining the two in the same dish when 
serving.

The questions submitted are so -numerous and intricate that I 
shall not attempt to answer them in detail. 


•A Judicial candidate should not in any w ay commit himself in 
advance upon any subject which might come before him afterward for 
judicial determination. 


On the 16th day of January, 191 «>, Orvis. President Judge, in 
reCentre County Liquor License, found in District Reports Volume 24, 
page 616, relating to the granting of liquor licenses, filed an opinion in 
which, among other things, he s a y s : 
^ 


"This Legislature requires the Courts to hear the testimony and 
pass upon the merits of each license application. 
It is therefore, un­ 
thinkable for one to pledge himself in advance, out of deference to 
some supposed moral sentiment, to refuse all licenses when he must 
take an oath that requires him to impartially hear each case and dis­ 
pose of the same in accordance with the principles laid down by the 
appellate Court, etc.” 


In the case of Reiner’s License, <^9 Superior Court, page 190, 
which involved an effort to disqualify two Associate Judges because 
of an alleged pledge made before election, not to grant liquor licenses, 
Judge Rice, following the decisions of the Supreme Court, says: 


“ No Judge whose duty it is to hear and decide has a legal or 
moral right to disqualify himself to render a just decision by determ­ 
ining before hearing that he will grant all applications or refuse all ap­ 
plications. 
It would be a mere idle ceremony, discreditable to the 
Court that conducted it and tending to bring to the administration of 
the law into contempt.” 


In referring to the pledges of candidates, that, in the event of 
an election to the office, they would refuse all the applications Judge 
Rice further s a y s : 
% 


“ This is a grave charge. 
It implies accusation that each of 
these Judges had made a pledge, the keeping of which would dis­ 
qualify him in this class of cases, to give such hearing and decision 
as the law and his oath of office require a Judge of the Quarter Ses­ 
sions to give.” 


A statement of opinion, as to what a Candidate for Judge would 
raise a question to disqualify him in the event of having afterwards 
to pass upon a similar question after election. 
A Judge must show 
respectful obedience to the laws and their interpretation by the Su­ 
perior and Supreme Courts, and under the decisions of these Courts 
it would be improper for me as a Candidate to say more chan, if I am 
elected Judge of the 51st Judicial District, composed of the Counties 
of Adams and Fulton, that i will always give a fair, impartial and con­ 
scientious hearing, consideration and determination of all applications 
for licenses and romonstrances thereto as they arise, according to the 
law and under the decisions of the higher Courts interpreting these 
laws, as I will seek to do in all matters that should come before me 
if elected.
